On Wednetday, Coronet Ioyce,went tothe bowling green 
where his Maicſtie wasar bowls within a\mile of Holdenby; 
the cauſe of the Coronets being-there, was to prevent the 
Kings being conveyed away in a ſecret manner, which- was 
iuſtly ſuſpeRed,tobe done by ſome that were with his Ma- 
icſty- Coroner Ioyce,an appointed agent by the Army,ob- 
ſerving a ſudden alteration inperſwading the King togoeto 
.my:Lord Spencers ro bowls, whenthe King had zeſolyed be. 
fore to-goc rwo miles further;and arthe Kings taking horſe, 
. Colonel Graves, and a Scottiſh Lord whiſpered, and were 
.worethen ordinary earneſt in their privacie;which did oe - 
. caſion jealouſie at that oppottunity: After theKing had been 
at bow 's one houre, Graves queſtioned a Soldicr,and asked 


him from whence he came; The Soldiers anſwer was,from - 
Oxford, and that;þie bad been lately with the Army : Then | 


Graves asked,. if the Army was hot contented with the Or- 
dinanee of Indempoirie, and rhe votes of Parliament? the 
Soldier anſwered, No, and that it would in no way ſecure 
them, andgave Graves areaſon, becavſe many of their fel- 
low Soldiers, and-thoſe tharaRted for the Parliament, were 
moleſted notwithſtanding ir:& what a {ad thing will itbero 
confider, that the Soldery ſhalltaſt of the Parliament Iudges 
©_ cruelty . notwithſtanding their good ſervices, and the-pre- 
| ſerving 
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 ſervingafthe beadsof ſome men in the Parliam. And there- 
for-judge haw-much- below tbelight of nature theſe mea 
- live, & how much they exerciſe themſclves in tyranny, when 
they.will-nor do good: uncorhoſe that do good unto them... 
Then Graves asked him more newes,and ſaid he need not be. 
afraid; Bur he ſaid, he was not afraid of him,or any man inthe 
Kingdom,for he had done nothing that he knew of ro make. 
him afraid;& he further ſaid, he would deal ingeniouſly with: | 
him,and rell him the trurh- in any thing he ſhould aske him. 
Then Graves asked, if he did nor hear ot a party of horſe, be 
anſwered, hedid more then hear of a party, for he ſaw them 
che day before wichia thirty miles of Holdendy : this.made 
Graves.tremble as if he had been guilty ot ſomething he had 
done or intended rodo,otherwiſe why ſhould he afterwards, 
and the Scottiſh Lord his Confederate have run away, when 
no manintendea to doe themrhe leaft hurt in theworld. Bur 
the Scotlh Lord weatto Lexdos,& hath notoriouſly wrong- 
ed he King, and the partyalſothatdid ſecure his Majeſties 
perſon for the peace and fafery of the kingdom, as was de- 
cliredat large beforea thouſand witneſſes; ſo thatby ir you 
may ſcethe deſign of a cunning Scot,8 what ſuch will do to 
ger moneyend honour,cven 2gainft King and people, | © 7 - 
Further for the ſecuriry of the Kings perſon,the party mar- 
ched towards Holdenby,and when they came to the Houſe 
the Commiſſioners ſent one Cap. Middleton to. know of us 
. what we came for, & what we would have,8& who comman- 
ded? anſwer was made him, All did command,and yet were. 
under command. Then Captain Middleton replyed, if you 
have any thing to doc here, the Commiſſioners would know

Kingdom from blood;or anotherwargbur by the preſent fe- 
curity of the Kings perſon,8 that he may be no more miſled; 
and if he were, that the Kingdom were utterly undone for 
ever: Ifthis be'a!lſaid che Commiſſioners,iyis well-done. 
Butafcer ir;CoronerJoyce/ſpake more tothe Commitho. 
ners,and told them, hedid humbly conceive,thatthere: were 
ſome who did delay juſtice,and ſeek only to disband the Ar- 
my, who were raiſed for the defence of the juſt righcs, pro» 
pricries,and liberties ofthe SubjeR, and the bringing of all 
unjuſt men ro condigne punifhment;ſuch who did endeavour 
to ſubvert che fundamentall lawes of the Kingdomzand he 
faid,he did believe that there were ſome who did endeavour 
toipall Yown King and people,and to ſer up/ theiyſelyes,and 
whothey were the Cotrimiſfioners andthe world may judge 
ard fee by their ations. - 
. - Wheteupon hetooke his leave of the Commiſſioners for 
a while leſt the King ſhould 'bs diſturbed in his Bzd-chams- 
ber.Then Major Gen. Brownwent tothe King, 8& did affure 
bis Mjeftie o! te truth of the buſineſſe,and defied his Ma- 
_ Jeſtie nor tobe troubled; for no Hurt would cone unto him, 
_ forithey- cwerealbeivill Gentlethen, + and rhathis Majeſtic 
ſhonl&tind ic ſo;-Aﬀter this \wasdone, the Coronetwenr to 
cheC inmiſſionersvgain;and defired rhemtogive him Oc: 
ders, he being willing to obey chem, ' becauſerhey were 
appointed: iby the! Parlianient ro be there'to -that end: 
'Then Maiot<Gerieralf Buowne faid, *Cothedgain by and by 
and we will give you Orders, in the meane rimeſer your 
Guard, and place'your Centinells, which direQions ofhis 
-we followed;&told him-and the reſt-of the 0pm” 
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if they would'give us orders Lwould obey: them, provided? 
they werejuft, and for'theſecuriry' of the Kings perſon, All! 
this being done'tt grew towards noon - Aﬀter thae Coroner: 
loyce deſired the foldiers tro moune to horſe, and told rhens: 
they ſhould all goetoquatters,/ar which -word of command: 
all was done, & theſaid Coroner was to give inarelationro: 
the Commiſſioners of hiseomming, andthe grounds in wri- 
ting, 8& did;bur becauſe of the multiplicity ot buſineſs, coutd 
not give itinthatform as otherwiſe he mighe if he had -h.

All this betng done,al was quiet ini the faid pteſent fecurity 
of his Majeſtie, untill tidings came rhat . Graves was gone 
quite away, -andchereupan it was ſuppoſed he was (and 
thought himſclfe alſo) guilty, or<He hewonld have ſtayed; 
but nonecould cell * what was become of him : and'fome of- 
his dammivg blades did ſay and ſwear, they wouid. fercha 
party, which party could not be from the Army, bur muſt be 


from ſome other place;zandthereforeto prevent diſturbance 


and blood, and for the peace ſake of che Kingdome, all des 
clared unanimouſly, that they thought ic moſt convenient ro- 
ſecure the King in another place, from ſuch perſons as ſhould.
